On this he places a 
long sheet of paper. To the 
left of the paper are the writing 
utensils, 

There may be three or four 
brushes among the writing uten- 
sils. In addition, the man who 
writes probably will have a small 
jar of water, and another jar 
which contains hard material to 
use in making ink.
